Round 
about the Baſin were Fireworks, which, ha- 
ving burnt ſome time, flew into the Air, and 
hone brake with a v7onderful Noiſe. In the 
mean time was ſeen in the Water a Caſile, ouc 
of which iſfſu'd divers ſorts of Fireworks I 
which, flying into the Air, and there break- 
| ing, were ſome of them converted into a quan- 
tity of Serpents, others into falling Stars, and 
others into Globes of Fire. Afﬀeer this there 
| was arjother ſort of Firework put into the Ba- 
fin, which, having made an hundred ſeveral 


1 Shapes and Figures, ſunk to the Bottom , 


where breaking on a ſudden, it flung the Wa- 


| ter out of the Baſin in the form of a great 


Sheet, which, ſeparating. fell down like a 
Shower, the F irework alſo once more break- 
ing in the Air, and ſending down a Shower 
of Fire , ſo well mixt with the Water, that 
Vulcan and Neptune ſeem'd to be firiving fot 
the Maſtery. All this time the Cannon were 
diſcharg ?d, and ſeveral other Fireworks caſt
